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Bass Webb 
wants guilty 
plea withdrawn 

The August 16 sentence hearing for Bass 
Webb of Cynthiana took another turn last 
week. Webb had entered a guilty plea on the 
day the jury was to be chosen for his murder 
trial on July 17, 2012. 

Webb, 32, is accused of killing his ex-girl- 
friend, Bryia Runiewicz of Cynthiana, three 
years ago. 

Webb appeared before Circuit Court Judge 
Jay Delaney in what was supposed to be his 
sentence hearing. But, before that could hap¬ 
pen his court appointed attorney Tom Griffiths 
made a motion stating that Webb wanted to 
withdraw his guilty plea. 

Judge Delaney scheduled a hearing for 
September 19. Webb or his attorney gave no 
reason for the change in his plea. Griffiths did 
say that Webb has concerns about his guilty 
plea to murder in the 2009 brutal murder of 
Runiewicz. 

Delaney said he would appoint other legal 
counsel for Webb but did not give a reason. 

Judge Delaney could overrule the motion 
to change his plea and sentence Webb on Sep¬ 
tember 19. 

Webb could have received the death pen¬ 
alty but in a plea agreement he was to receive 
50 years. 

The murder trial has been moved to Fal¬ 
mouth after a jury could not be seated in Har¬ 
rison County due to pre-trial publicity.

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Gvil War veteran's monument once 
again stands tall in family cemetery 

The six-foot-tall, one-hun¬ 
dred-year old tombstone of 
Pendleton County’s Wilson 
family was lifted and reassem¬ 
bled after tipping over many 
decades ago. The eldest Wilsons 
were enslaved in both Virginia 
and Kentucky, but never gave 
up their virtues of hard work 
and diligence, and soon afford¬ 
ed a small farm just southeast of 
Falmouth. They raised 13 chil¬ 
dren on the land where they are 
now buried. John Wilson, bur¬ 
ied in the center of the cemetery, 
was a decorated Civil War vet¬ 
eran. 

Their great grandson, Bran¬ 
don Wilson, returned to Fal¬ 
mouth last year and found his 
family’s cemetery at nature’s 
mercy. Grass had grown tall 
and trees had sprouted every¬ 
where, one of which was a 
65-year-old cottonwood respon¬ 
sible for tipping the one-ton 
headstone. Brandon arrived 
back in Falmouth in late June 
and began work on restoring his 
family’s cemetery. In the hot 
Kentucky sun and even in the 
rain, he chopped the wood and 
cut the grass and pulled the 
weeds and filled in the foxholes 
beside the graves. 

Brandon says that he would 
likely still be working had he 
been alone in his efforts. “My 
cousin Skipp Taylor really got a 
hold of a lot of people in town 
who did a whole lot for me up 
there. Family and friends and 
even folks I didn’t know helped

Ingredients 

4 tablespoons butter, plus 
more for baking sheet 
10 cups plain unsalted 
popped (from 1/2 cup ker¬ 
nels or a 3.3-ounce bag 
microwave popcorn) pop¬ 
corn 

1 cup cashews, coarsely 
(optional) 

packed light-brown 

sugar 

Coarse salt 
Directions 

Preheat oven to 300 
degrees. Butter a large 
rimmed baking sheet; set 
aside. Place popcorn in a 
large bowl; if using cashews, 
add to bowl and toss to com¬ 
bine. Set aside. 

In a small saucepan, bring butter, sugar, 1/8 teaspoon salt, and 2 
tablespoons water to a boil, stirring constantly. Working quickly, 
drizzle popcorn with sugar syrup, and toss.

Court won’t hear challenge to God reference

LOUISVILLE, KY - The 
Kentucky Supreme Court has 
declined to hear a challenge to 
a ruling that allows a reference 
to "Almighty God" in the state 
homeland security law. 

The Courier-Journal (http:// 
cjky.it/Pxd4WR) reports that jus¬ 
tices issued a brief order last week 
saying they would not review the 
case, which was brought by sever¬ 
al residents who were represented 
by the group American Atheists. 
The order means a ruling by the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals up¬ 
holding the reference stands. 

The plaintiffs had claimed in a 
2008 suit that the law was a vio¬ 
lation of constitutional bans on 
state-sponsored religion. 

Franklin Circuit Judge Thom¬ 
as Wingate ruled in the group's 


favor in 2009, saying that the 
phrase violates the U.S. and Ken¬ 
tucky constitutions, but a 2-1 
opinion by the appellate court 
reversed his ruling. In a 2-1 de¬ 
cision, the appeals court said the 
reference is made to "a generic 
'God'" and doesn't "seek to prefer 
one belief over another." 

Edwin Kagin, who is the na¬ 
tional legal director for Ameri¬ 
can Atheists, said the order was a 
disappointment. He says he will 
discuss with his clients whether to 
drop the case or appeal it to the 
federal level. 

"What's really frightening 
about this is it's increasingly clear 
that these people (proponents of 
such legislation) want to establish 
the Christian religion, and they're 
getting more and more blatant 
about it all the time," he said.

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Highlights 


August 21, 1772: King Gustav III completes his 
coup d'etat, adopts a Constitution, ends half a 


Service and sacrifice of the signatories for the cause of liberty and freedom 


Among the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence 
were many ordinary men who are 
not notably remembered in his¬ 
tory except for their names being 
on that document. Yet they con¬ 
tributed much to the freedom 
and independence of the United 
States we know today. By simply 
taking a stand against Great Brit¬ 
ain, these men were risking it all. 

They risk their lives, the lives 
of their families, and all that they 
had worked to obtain. No doubt 
they lived with no little fear and 
great stress as to the uncertainty 
of where the rebellion against the 
English king would lead. Wher¬ 
ever their place may have been in 
our history, we need to see them 
as real people who shaped the 
nation we love today. 

There were men like Stephen 
Hopkins of Rhode Island who 
spoke against British tyranny 
long before the revolutionary 
period and mavericks like Samuel 
Huntington of Connecticut who 
devoted nearly all of his life to 
public service and Francis Light- 
foot Lee, a farmer from Virginia, 
who was a noted radical on the 
side of Patrick Henry in opposing 
the Stamp Act. Merchants like 
William Williams of Connecticut 
and Philip Livingston of New 
York involved themselves in poli¬ 
tics for the betterment of their 
hometowns and the country as a 
whole. Williams held the position 
of the Lebanon town clerk for 
forty-four years and a Selectman 
for twenty-five years, serving the 
provincial and later state Legisla¬ 
ture for nearly forty years. Liv¬ 
ingston served as an alderman 
and was elected to the state Sen¬ 
ate. 

There were men of the courts, 
Samuel Chase of Maryland, 
appointed a judge of the Supreme 
Court and lawyers like Thomas 
Stone of Maryland, who served 
on the committee that framed the 
Articles of Confederation, Abra¬ 
ham Clark of New Jersey who 
served through the Revolutionary 
War as a member of the commit¬ 
tee of Public Safety, and William 
Hooper and John Penn of North 
Carolina. Hooper, a Harvard 
graduate, represented the city of 
Wilmington in the General 
Assembly of North Carolina 
before attending the Continental 
Congress in 1774. Penn, with 
only a rudimentary education at a 


country school, taught himself 
from a relatives library and 
became a licensed lawyer before 
beginning his own work in poli¬ 
tics. 

And there were those mer¬ 
chants who used their livelihoods 
to support the Revolutionary 
cause as did Joseph Hewes of 
North Carolina. Having a ship¬ 
ping business in Wilmington, he 
placed his ships at the service of 
the Continental Armed Forces. 

Many lost much for the cause 
of freedom. Men like Lewis Mor¬ 
ris of New York, a farmer, who 
had inherited great wealth lost 
most of it during the war. Morris 
joined with the patriots when 
conflict began, siding, in many 
cases, against his wealthy neigh¬ 
bors. Francis Lewis, a merchant 
from New York, lost all of his 
property on Long Island to the 
destruction of the Revolutionary 
War. 

Carter Braxton of Virginia, 
another farmer, lost nearly all his 
wealth in the course of the revo¬ 
lution, partly through his support 
of the Union, and partly through 
attack by the British forces. Dur¬ 
ing the War, he had loaned 
10,000 sterling pounds to sup¬ 
port the revolutionary cause. He 
has also used his wealth to spon¬ 
sor shipping and privateering 
during the conflict, the losses 
from which eventually resulted in 
debt. He never recovered, and, in 
1786, was forced to leave his 
inherited country estate for sim¬ 
ple quarters in Richmond. 

There were those among the 
signatories who even took their 
place as soldiers in the American 
army. Men like William Whip¬ 
ple, who was made Brigadier 
General of the New Hampshire 
Militia, and who led them in the 
successful expedition against 
General Burgoyne at the battles 
of Stillwater and Saratoga. There 
was Edward Rutledge of South 
Carolina who took leave of Con¬ 
gress in November of 1776 to 
join the defense of his colony, 
engaging in several important 
battles and attaining the rank of 
captain. In 1779, Rutledge 
returned to Congress only to take 
his leave again when the British 
conducted a third invasion of 
South Carolina. Resuming his 
post as captain in the defense of 
Charleston, he was captured and 
held prisoner until July of 1781. 


Thomas Heyward of South 
Carolina was also taken prisoner 
by the British while in command 
of a Militia force during the seige 
of Charleston and Thomas Lynch 
Jr. was commissioned a company 
commander in the South Caroli¬ 
na regiment in 1775 and soon 
afterward was elected to a seat in 
the Continental Congress. 

In 1778 George Walton of 
Georgia was commissioned a col¬ 
onel of the First Regiment of the 
Georgia Militia. He was injured 
in battle and taken prisoner, gain¬ 
ing his freedom in 1779 through 
a prisoner exchange. 

Thomas Nelson Jr. of Virginia 
while serving as Civil Governor 
of Virginia was also serving as 
commanding general of the 
Lower Virginia Militia. Under his 
command Virginia was a force to 
contend with and the skills of the 
Virginia units were utilized by the 
Continental Army and French 
forces in the Siege of Yorktown in 
the autumn of 1781. Oliver Wol¬ 
cott of Connecticut, who had 
been commissioned to serve his 
country during the French and 
Indian War rejoined the militia as 
revolutionary tensions grew. He 
was made a major and became a 
brigadier general of the entire 
Connecticut forces, under the 
command of the Continental 
Armies. Benjamin Harris of Vir¬ 
ginia served as a lieutenant in his 
county militia an William Floyd 
of New York was a member of the 
Suffolk County Militia in the 
early conflict with Britain. 

However, soldiers were not 
the only men endangered by the 
fighting. Men such as Lyman 
Hall of Georgia has his property 
burned and was accused of high 
treason forcing him to flee to 
Charleston only to be overtaken 
by the British there. He then fled 
to Connecticut where he was sup¬ 
posedly harbored by family. 

John Hart of New Jersey, had 
his property looted in the course 
of the war and when the area was 
overrun by the British in Novem¬ 
ber of 1776, he was forced to go 
into hiding for a time. Yet on 
June 22, 1778, he invited the 
American army to encamp on his 
farm, lunching with Washington 
before his famous Council of War 
at the nearby Hunt House. 
Twelve thousand men camped on 
Hart’s fields during the growing

The USDA Farm Sewtoe Agency (FSA) announces Ihe opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants lo 
requesl authorization to conduct emergency haying orgiazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
apptying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 1C percenl payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed,

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 monlhs past being determined as fully established by 
tie agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approve] is received forthe CRP 
contact request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31 si. Approved grazing authorization will; end 
not later than September 30to.

That includes 
making a meal plan for the week 
and making a shopping list based 
on the ingredients you need to 
fulfill your plan. Check weekly 
store sale ads and product cou¬ 
pons in the newspaper and online 
to find the best prices for the 
items you need. However, don’t 
buy something you don’t have 
plans for just because it’s on sale. 
Make sure sale items ring up with 
the correct price at checkout. 

Avoid shopping hungry, in a 
hurry or with your kids, as all can 
increase impulse spending. 

Wisely choose your shopping 
destination. For many rural con¬ 
sumers, convenience stores are 


the most accessible places to shop; 
however, they typically are one of 
the most expensive. You might 
find it is more cost-effective to go 
to a larger store in a nearby com¬ 
munity once month to stock-up 


on commonly used non-perish¬ 
able items. 

Instead of increasing prices, 
some companies are reducing 
their packaging sizes. This can 
increase your spending, as you 
will need to replace these items 
more often. When at the grocery 
store, check the item’s price per 
unit found on the shelf tag. The 
price per unit allows you to easily 
compare the costs of the product 
based on size. The price may be 
cheaper in a different size or 
brand. If your grocery store does 
not display a product’s price per 
unit, you can easily calculate it by 
taking the cost of the product and 
dividing it by its packaging size. 
Bringing a small calculator may 
be helpful. 

Review your grocery purchas¬ 
es at least monthly to determine 
total monthly grocery expenses 
and individual product prices. 
You may be able to further reduce 
spending by eliminating things 
that aren’t necessities. Cheaper 
alternatives may be available for 
some of the more costly items.

Throughout their 4-H career, 
young people have opportunities 
to make a positive impact in their 
communities, state and nation.

Kentucky 4-H has always empha¬ 
sized. By participating in civic 
engagement, young people learn 
about their communities, com¬ 
munity leaders and their role as a 
citizen. The goal is to help young 
people become informed citizens 
and future community leaders. 

Many 4-H’ers and 4-H clubs 
initiate programs or initiatives 
aimed at improving their city, 
county, state and nation. In many 
of these service-oriented pro¬ 
grams, 4-H’ers tackle important 
issues in their communities. Not 
only are they improving the lives 
of others, but also, in the process 
they are gaining valuable skills 
such as leadership and responsi¬ 
bility. 

Some of these programs, like 
one started by three 4-H’ers in 
Simpson County, are receiving 
national recognition. The trio 
started an anti-bullying program 
at the middle school in 2010. The 
4-H : ers, who had been victims of 
bullying, shared their stories with 


the students. While the three 
have since graduated from 4-H, 
they’ve trained others in Simpson 
County to continue their pro¬ 
gram. Their program is a model 
for 4-H anti-bullying programs 
around the state and was featured 
by the national 4-H’s Revolution 
of Responsibility. 

In another project, a Madison 
County 4-H’er recognized pre- 
teens were struggling with their 
body image as the result of celeb¬ 
rity images they’d seen in the 
media. She developed a program 
called True You. It is targeted 
toward fifth- through eighth- 
graders with the goal of helping 
them improve their self-esteem, 
self-image and self-worth. She 
introduced the curriculum in 
2011, plans to continue teaching 
it this year in her county and has 
trained other members of the 
4-H State Teen Council on the 
curriculum. 

Many 4-H’ers and 4-H clubs 
are helping to make their com¬ 
munities a better place. For more 
information on how you can 
make a difference through Ken¬ 
tucky 4-H, contact the Pendleton 
County Cooperative Extension 
Service.
